Applicant's remarks have been carefully considered, however, they are not persuasive. Consequentially, Applicant's After Final 
Amendment will not be entered because it is not deemed to place the instant application in condition for allowance and new 
considerations of claimed elements recited in the independent claim (claim 25) were not previously considered. These new issues 
require further search and consideration. 

Regarding claim 25, the amended claim now recites a freeze-drying apparatus with a main body part, a duct and an inlet port in 
combination with "an extended wall...", which was not previously recited nor was a thorough search conducted by the Examiner to 
specifically find this combination. 

Applicant has not claimed in independent claim 25 an apparatus that is distinguishable over the prior art of record. Therefore, 
as broadly and reasonably interpreted by the Examiner, the previously presented Final Rejection, dated April 5, 2005, is deemed proper 
and still stands. 
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
